The architect of the new 
buildings, Albert W. Swasey, has com- 
pleted the ground plan. He expects to be- 
gin work in February. 
Mr. Swasey owns the ground, a lot IS 
feet wide on Grand avenue and $829 feet 6 
inches deep. He represents a syndicate of 
St. Louisans who wil) invest $200,000 in the 
improvement. 


The auditorium will be the actual center 
of music in this city. The musical socie- 
ties and concert masters have jointly guar- 
anteed to jease it for at least 30 nights in, 
each year. At the rental agreed upon this 
will pay the syndicate about 4 per cent on 
their investment. The Masonic Temple is 
a plain business proposition. All of the 
Masonic orders in the city have united in 
the Grand avenue Masonic Temple Associa- 
tion which has jeased the fourth, fifth and 
sixth floors of thé Témple for a term of 
20 years from the date of its completion 

The musical organizations represented in 
the committee which guaranteed to rent 
the Auditoritim are: Beethoven Conserva- 
tory, Philharmonic Society, the Apollo Club, 
Musical Union, Choral Symphony Society, 
Morning Choral Society, Weil's Concert 
band and Concert Masters Kunkel and 
Philip Moore. 

“The Auditorium will be constructed on 
plans known to give the greatest advan- 
tage possible in the matter of acoustics,” 
said Architect Swasey.

TWENTY-SIX SHOT IN HIM.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2%.—The city of 
lloilo, in the Philippines, has been captured 
by the Filippos, not by the Americans. A 
dispatch from Gen. Otis to-day says: 

“Sent Col. Potter on fast vessel to Tloilo 
on 24th to communicate with Spanish Gen- 
eral Rios. The latter evacuated on the even- 
ing of the 24th and Potter was 39 hours 
late. The insurgents took possession of the 
city on the 26th and Potter found Aguinal- 
do's flag flying. Cannot now report prob- 
able results; ill not hear from there for 
four days, Drove is no cable communica- 
tion. The Spanish forces have evacuated all 
stations in the southern islands except 
Zamboanga, Mindanao, by orders, they say, 
from Madrid.’ 

It is presumed that Gen, Otis will de- 
mand the surrender of Dloilo into his hands, 
and this demand may at once raise the 
issue Letween the insurgents and our own 
government of possession of the islands, 
The province of Lloilo is set down in the 
official directories as having a population 
of 472,000, and it is the second seaport in 
importance in the Philippine group. It is 
located on a river navigable for vessels of 
fifteen feet draught, so that very few of 
our gunboats would be available to assist 
the troops in case it should be necessary to 
take forcible possession of the city. 

he Spaniards have chosen a strong 
place for the concentration of their troops 
in the town of Zamboanga, which, as the 
reports here indicate, is strongly fortified 
and possessed of considerable natural 
strength from a defensive point of view. It 
‘is not doubted that they will be able to 
maintain themselves for an indefinite peri- 
od of time against the insurgents, presum- 
ing that-they are not cut rom obtaining 
supplies from the sea. The town itself has 
a population of 21,000 inhabitants.

Then he turned towards me with the pistol 
in his hand. I eaid, ‘Don’t you dare to 
smoot me.’ Then he told me a lot of vile 
etull, 

“I sald I d@én't belleve that, for he is my 
husband and the father of my children. |! 
went down on my knees to that man and 
said: *Don'’t you shoot any more, promise 
me that you will not, and we will wait and 
sec, °". 

After the shooting. Mrs.’ Gilfillan rushed 
up stairs.to find her husband. After Mc- 
Crillis had fired the second shot, Gilfillan 
ran out of tne room and across the. street 
to the house of a friend, bleeding and gasp- 
ing’ that he had ‘been mortally wounded. 
McCrillis told Mrs. Gilfillan where her hus- 
band was and she found him s6urrounded 
by excied ncighbors. A doctor was sum- 
moned., 

MeCrillis walked hack to his home. tele 
phoned to the Sheriff that he wanted to 
surrender and asked that officers be sent 
for him. Then he went next door to 
Franklin Greenwood’s home and asked Mr. 
Greenwood to walk down town with him. 
A few blocks away they met a deputy sher- 
iff and McCrillis went with him. A charge 
of aesault with intent to kill. was placed 
against him, his bond was fixed at $5900 
and in a few m'‘nutes he was released, with 
these men as surety: W. E. Brinkhoff, V. 
A. Waliace and E. B. Jacobs, bankers; 
Franklin Greenwood, lumber merchant. 
and Howard Gray, State Senator. j 

Gilfillan died of hia two wounds about 4 
o'clock the same afternoon, and McCrillis 
was at once arreeted to await the verdict 
of the Coroner's jury. which sat the next 
morning. After hearing the testimony of 
Mrs. Gilfillan and several others who were 
near the Gilfillan home at the time of the 
shooting and were with Gilfiilan after- 
wards, the jury returned this verdict: 


“We, the jury, find that W. J. Gilfillan 
came to h's death on the 16th day of Decem- 
ber, 1898, from the effects of two gunshot 
wounds on the left sidé@ of his breast, and 
that said gunshot wounds were made from 
a pistol in the hands of John _D. MeCrillls, 
in the house of the said W. J. Gilfillan in 
Carthage, Mo., and that the #ga'd gunshot 
wounds were made deliberately and with 
prémeditation and intent to kill.” 

Inder ordinary circumstances any man 
would have been sent to jail after that ver- 
dict. The fact that John D. McCrill:s was 
net at once put in prison shows how he 
stood in that community. Instead of this 
he was allowed to hire a ar sheriff to 
guard him. He pays the man aday and 
ne is with him always. On the streets the 
officer walks with him or a few steps be- 
hind. In his home the officer always sits or 
sleeps In the room with him. But no one 
seems to have the least fear that John D. 
Mot'r.llis will try to eecape. 

“Il have letters which will prove that I 
was justified in killing the man who ruined 
my home.” he said a day or two after the 
killing. This is all that is known or can be 
found out about the letters. What or 
where they are only he and his lawyers 
know, 

Was he justified? On that rests his fate 
After Gilfillan had fled to the neighbor's 
house, wounded und slowly dying, he asked 
that some of this brother Knights of 
Pythiag be sent. for. He said he would talk 
with them. Two members of the order 
hurried to hia side, but he was so weak he 
could say only a few words. 


“Tl want you to see that_justice Is done 
in this matter,’ he said, hen he gaepel 
and could say no more. It & averred that 
when his wife knelt by Gilfllan’s side after 
the shooting she asked him if what Me- 
Crile said was true, and that he answered 
it wus not. 

if John MecCrillisa had not been 
pretty certain of Gilfillan’s guilt,” say 
hupdreds of persons, “he would never 
have done what he did or gome about it 
in the way he did.” 

In the spirit of this argument Hes John 
MeCrillis’ hope, so far as the public is 
concerned, ‘hat the letters will tell, oc 
one knows, and of all he seems the least 
worried about the result, 

His victim was a man nearly his own 
age, and of equal standing socially. Mr. 
Gilfillan once lived in Fort Scott, Ken., 
and later in Leavenworth. Persons wnao 
knew him in the latter place say his 
standing whe the best. His wife is a mem- 
ber of ¢ Episcopal Church, and she and 
Mr. MeCriilis were the best of friends 
and former schoolmates. Two nights be- 
fore the shooting all the persons direct):

ON NEW YORK’S STREETS.

EASTERN CAPITALISTS FORM A 
COMPANY WITH A CAPITAL 
OF $1,000,000. 


SAID TO BE OPERATED 
WITH PERFECT SAFETY. 


The Auto-Trucks Take Up Less Room, 
Movi Faster and Are Under Bet- 
ter Control Than Teams 
of Horses. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—The New York 
Auto-Truck Co., with a capital of $1,000,000, 
has been incorporated. With this capital 
it is proposed to auto-trucks, oper- 
ated by compressed air, in the streets of the 
city. 

At present the only persons whose names 
are made public in connection with this 
scheme are James E. Hoadly and Henry 
KE. Knight, Mr. Hoadly is president of the 
Compressed Air Power Co. Mr. Hoadly 
and Mr. Knight combined their interests 
in compressed air motors some years ago 
and William C. Whitney became interested 
in their company. 

Their motors have recently been adopted 
by the Metropolitan Traction Co. for use 
on the Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth 
street crosstown lines, and will soon be in 
operation. Joseph Leiter recently acquired 
a controlling interest in the foreign rights 
of the Hoadly-Knight patents. in an in- 
terview, Mr. Leiter spoke guardedly of his 
Plane for placing automobiles in London 
and other foreign cities, but said that it 
was merely a matter of time when all great 
cities would be compelled to adopt some 
form of motor.in place of horses. 

Mr. Hoadly declined to state whether the 
Capitalists back of the New York Auto- 
Truck Co. were Mr. Leiter and Mr. Whit- 
ney or tell who they were. He said that 
the organization of the company is not yet 
completed and that until it is the names 
of its officers or directors would not be 
made public. Of the plans of the company 
he also spoke guardedly. 

“We have built @auto-trucks,”’ he sa‘d, 
“and used them at our works in Massachu- 
setts. We can haul a load of eight tons 25 
miles without repienishing the air. It is 
easier for our trucks to move eight tons 
than for three horses to haul six tons in 
an ordinary street. On wet asphalt horses 
are almost helpless, and with the substi- 
tution of asphalt for paving stones the 
horse must go." 

“I'rom a sanitary standpoint and in the 
matter of cleanliness it would make a great 
d‘fference in the city if the 150,000 or 160,- 
000 horses in its streets were done away 
with. Our trucks will take up less room 
and will move much faster than an ordina- 
ry team, and they are under such perfect 
control that there is less danger to life and 
limb than with horses. 

“Electricity cannot be used for trucks 
designed to carry heavy loads, owing to the 
weight of the storage Dbatter'es that would 
be required. It does very well for cabs and 
light delivery wagons, but trucking is an- 
other matter.

PROCEEDINGS AGAINST ALL 
SUSPECTS TO BE SECRET. 


Result of the Conference Just Con- 
cluded in Rome for the Suppres- 
sion of the Menace to 
Governments. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

ROME, Dec. 28.—The Post-Dispatch ccr- 
respondent has secured from a delegate the 
result of the anti-anarchist conference re- 
cently held here, whose proceeding have 
previously been kept secret.- 

1. An International Bureau of Police for 
the surveillance of anarchists is to be es- 
tablished at Berlin, consiating of nine 
members, German, Austrian, French, En- 
giish, Italian, Russian, Swiss, Belgian and 
Dutch. 

This bureau will correspond direct with 
all the police of Europe, and will be rep- 
resented in each country by special agents. 

All the States represented wilil contribute 
equally to the maintenance of the bureau. 

2. European Governments are to nexo- 
tiate for extradition treaties governing an- 
archists. 

Anarchists are defined as all those who 
make a public profession of the anarchist 
faith, who are found in possession of anar- 
chist publications, bombs and letters of an 
anarchistic character, and all members of 
anarchist societies. 

A perso. convicted of an anarchist crime 
will be puntshed according to the law of 
the countgy where the crime was com- 
mitted. 

Anarchists’ journals are to be placed un- 
der censure, their circulation interdicted, 
their editors, printers and distributers pro- 
céeied against as anarchists. 

All proceedings against anarchists are to 
be conducted in secret. 

These decisions were accepted by the del- 
egates from Germany, Austria. Russia, 
Itaiy, Turkey, Spain, Portugal, Sweden, 
Denmark, Montenegro, Servia and Rou- 
mania. but England, France, Switzerland, 
Belgium, Holland, Luxembourg and Greece 
rejected them. 

It is probable that the ultimate result of 
the conference will be establishment of an 
international peace bureau.

ILLINOIS CATTLE LAW. 


Gov. Tanner’s Annual Proclamation on 


Live Stock Regulations. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Dec, 28.—Gov. Tan- 
ner has issued his annual proclamation 
scheduling territory on account of Texas, 
or Southern cattle fever and prohibiting the 
shipment of any cattle from such territory 
to Illinois except In accordance with the 
regulations prescribed. The proclamation 
will take effect January 1, and will remain 
in force until November 1, so that the open 
eeason of 18998, when cattle can come to 
lilinols without restrictions, wi.l be from 
November 1 to January 1, two months, as 
theretofore, but commencing and ending }5 
days earlier. 

The territory described ts the same as 
last year, with the exception that all of 
the dtate of California is placed south of 
the line, and Giles County. Tenn., formerly 
south of the line, is placed north of it. 

The regulations also provide that cattle 
that have been dipped in extra dynamo ol| 
and sulphur may be brought to any piace 
in the State during any season of the year, 
when accompanied by a certificate of a 
duly authorized inspector, stating that tre 
cattle have been dipped in accordance with 
the formula prescribed by the United States 
Government, and the railroad companies

this State are required immediately on re- 
celving the same to forward the _ cer- 
tificate to the secretary of the State Board 
of lAve Stock Commissioners.

SOCIETY ASURANCE 


SECRET ORDERS MUST BE EQUAL - 
LY RESPONSIBLE WITH OLD 
LINE COMPANIES. 


CONTRACTS DETERMINE CLASS. 


Companies Cannot Waive Their Lia- 
bilities Under the Law by a 
Clause Excluding Suicide. 


The decision of the Supreme Court of 
Missouri in the case of Sophia Toomey 
against the Supreme lodge, Knights of 
Pythias; is of far-reaching importance to 
all fraternal and benevolent societies which 


issue to their members life insurance poli- 
cies for a specified sum of money at fixed 
monthiy or annuel premiums. 

It decrees their status before the law and 
places them upon the same plane with “‘old 
line’’ insurance corporations. 

Hereafter all such organizations, not- 
withstanding their benevolent, charitable 
and fraternal features, must comply with 
all the laws regulating “old line’’. insurance 
companies, and no preference will be shown 
them. The obligations, which they may 
assume in their policies, will be interpreted 
strictly. and they may not insert provisions 
into their contracts, avoiding their liability 
under certain contingencies which do not 
involve fraud, 

In the case before the court Dennis 
Toomey, the plaintiff’s husband, had taken 
a policy on his life for $2900 In the defendant 
society. In the policy there was a provision 
that the insurance obligation should cease 
if the insured should dic by him own hand, 

Toomey committed suicide, and, when bis 
wife demanded payment of his insurance 
money, the defendant contended that the 
suicide clause of the policy avoided the ob- 
ligation. 

In the opinion the court gays: 

“There are three kinds of insurance un- 
der our law: First. regular; or old line, 
where, for a fixed premium, payable with- 
out condition at stated intervals, a sum 
certain ‘s to be paid upon death without 
condition; second, insurance companies on 
the assessment plan, where the assessment 
is fixed, but the amount to be paid is de- 
pendent upon the collection of an assess- 
ment upon persons holding similar con- 
tracts; and, third, fraternal—beneficial as- 
sociations where the assessments are fixed 
by the association and the amount to be 
paid in case of death Is derived from the 
proceeds of assessments upon the members 
of the association. 

‘As to the first class, the statutes pro- 
vide: ‘In all suits upon policies of insur- 
ance on life hereafter issued by any coro- 
pany doing business in this State, it shall 
vr no defense that the insured Committed 
suicide, unless it shall be shown to th 
satisfaction of the court or jury trying 
the cause that the insured contemplated 
suicide at the time he made his applica- 
tion for the policy, and any stipulation to 
the contrary in the policy shall be void.’ 
This provision applies only to the firs: 
class, or old line companies. 

“It is clear the liability of the defendant 
depends upon the class to which it belongs 
It had power to insure the lives of mem- 
bers of the Endowment Rank of the order 
for a certain sum, upon the payment of 
fixed monthly premiums, and it exercised 
that power when it issued the policy sued 
on. The amount to be paid does not de- 
pend upon the coijlection of an assessment 
upon persons holding’. similar contracts; 
and hence, it is not an assessment com- 
pany; mor is the amount to be. paid de- 
rived ‘from the proceeds of assessments 
upon the members of the association,’ and 
therefore, it is not a fraternal-beneficial 
association. The premium to be paid bv 
the insured its fixed, and the sum to be 
paid by the defendant to the beneficiary 
is certain—$2000 flat. 

“It is immaterial what name-a company 
may adopt, its liability is determined by 
the character of its contracts of insurance, 
and the law then places the company in 
its proper ¢lase. It is also immaterial that 
the defendant is also a fraternal benevolent 
organization as’ to all the members of the 
endowment rank. anf also as to the other 
9) per cent of its members; who are not 
members of the endowment rank, for that 
feature of the organization was totally dis- 
tinct from the endowment rank, as to its 
methode,-character. sources of revenue, 
purposes and charities, all of which features 
might be eliminated and it would remain an 
insurance company.” 

The court held that Mrs. Toomey is en- 
titled to recover the amount of her hus- 
band’s policy, and that the fact that he 
committed suicide is not a defense, notwith- 
standing the provision to the contrary in 
the policy. The laW regulating old line 
insurance companies must apply, and the 
statutes expressly say that suicide clauses 
are of no avail in old line company policies 
if it is not established that thé policyholder 
contemplated suicide when he purchased hig 
policy. There was no evidence to that ef- 
fect in the Toomey case. 


SCHOOLS AND CITIZENSHIP. 


Prof. Draper’s Address Before the Min- 
nesota Educators. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 28.—Put the 
schools on a business and  padago- 
gical standard, train the children 
into life, not owt of it, and then 
the public schools will make much for good 
citizenship.”’ 

In this sentence may be summed up the 
address delivered before the Minnesota Ed- 
ucational Association by Dr. Andrew 8. 
Draper, President of the University of I)- 
linois. 

Dr. Draper’s subject was “The Public 
Schools and Citiznship."” On the public 
school system, he eald, depends to a great 
extent the security of our citizenship. The 
best possible qualities are necessary to the 
State and to secure them the State has 
arranged this wonderful system of schools 
and makes education compulsory. 

The American people are able to govern 
themselves, and the echools will do their 
share in making good citizens if the people 
will support them. The country is not an- 
archistic, and the great experiment of 
democratic government is fast nearing the 
point where it may be eaid to be successful. 

‘The country is not afraid of the man on 
horseback,”’ he said, “or of his more popu- 
iar and more powerful brother, the man on 
the bridge of a battleship. The American 
people need not worry themselves about 
the stability of the Government. It has a 
great problem before it just now. the 

reatest it has ever had, but it does not en- 
danger its stability.”’,

MORRILL (1S DEAD, 


PATRIARCH OF THE SENATE SUC- 
CUMBS AFTER SHORT ILL- 
NESS TO THE GRIP. 


IN PUBLIC LIFE 43 YEARS. 


Thirty-One of These Were Spent in 
Continuous Service in the Upper 
Branch of Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—While arrange- 
ments for the funeral of Justin 8S. Morril! 
of Vermont, senior member of the United 
States Senate, have not yet been decided, 
it ig probable that public service will be 
held in the Senate chamber. 

Senator Morrill died at 1:30 o'clock this 
morning in the 89th year of his age, after 
an illness of less than a week. 

With him when the end came were hi: 
sister-in-law, Miss Louise Swan; his son, 
James; Mr. Benjamin Durfee, for a long 
time associated with the Senator in his 
Finance Committee work at the Capitol, 
and Col. 8. E. Chamberlain, an intimate 
friend. Senator Proctor was in the house 
at the time, as were also several other 
friends, 

The Senator never recovered from the un- 
conscious state into which he lapsed early 
in the day, and his death was calm and 
peaceful. The immediate cause of death 
was pneumonia, which developed from an 
attack of grip contracted about a week 
ago. The venerable Senator was confined 


to his home but seven days. 

About ten days ago the weather here 
was cold and foggy, and his physician 
thinks that exposure to its rigors brought 
on the dttack of grip. The day before 
Congress adjourned for the Christmas hol- 
idays the Senator was unable to leave his 
residence. 

‘he remains of Mrs. Morrill, who died 
during the present year, are now in a 
vault at Rock Creek Cemetery, near this 
city, and it may be that the Senators 
body will be deposited there pending re- 
moval to Strafford, Vt., where a mauso- 
leum is now in course of construction. 


Justin Smith Morrill was senior’ member 
of the Senate in point of service and its 
oldest in age. He had served continuously 
in the Senate for more than thirty-one 
years and he was 88 years old on April 14 
last. With the single exception of Galusha 
Grow of the House of Representatives, he 
was the only man in Congress whose con- 
gressional career began prior to the be- 
ginning of the civil war, and he had the 
honor over Mr. Grow in that his congres- 
sional service had been continuous, cov- 
ering, in the Senate and House combined, 
forty-four years. 

Mr. Morrill was a native of Vermont. He 
was first elected a member of the House 
from that State as a member of the Thirty- 
fourth Congress, taking his seat at the first 
assembling of that body after March 4, 
1855. He was re-elected to the Thirty-fifth, 
Thirty-sixth, Thirty-seventh, Thirty-eighth, 
and Thirty-ninth Congresses, and was, in 
1867, elected to the Senate to succeed Luke 
P. Poland. He had held his seat in the 
Senate since that day without interruption, 
having been elected six terms successively. 
His present term, to which he was chosen 
in 1896, would not have expired until 1903. 

Previous to entering Congress, Mr. Mor- 
rill had been engaged in mercantile and 
agricultural pursuits and much of hig pub- 
lic life had been.devoted to the uplifting 
of interests dependent upon these lines of 
business. He had receiyed in his youth an 
academic education and was from his early 
days a close reader and careful analyst of 
public questions, It was at the beginning 
of the war that Mr. Morrill’s practical 
business training brought him forward as 
a man of national reputation, He was the 
author of the Morrill tariff act of 1861, 
which was the basis of all the tariff lezgis- 
lation of war times. In 1864 he became 
chairman of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, the principal committee of the 
House, and at that critical time of espe- 
cial importance. 

After entering the Senate Mr. Morrill con- 
tinued to give his attention largely to fin- 
ancial and commercial questions and dur- 
ing the greater part of his term of service 
he was identified as a member of the Com- 
mittee on Finance, which committee deals 
especially with these subjects. 

e first became chairman of this com- 
mittee in 1877, succeeding Senator Sherman 
when the latter entered the Cabinet of 
President Hayes, and he held this posi- 
tion continuously after that date except 
during the Forty-sixth and Fifty-third Con 
gresses, when the Democratic party con- 
trolled the Senate, and during those inter- 
vals he continued at the head of the Re- 
publican representation on the committee. 

In recent years he delegated the greater 
share of the details of the committee work 
to the younger members of the committee, 
but there had been but few times when he 
was not a regular attendant upon the com- 
mittee meetings, and many instances are 
related of his surprising activity in direct- 
ing the affuirs of the committee up to the 
last. He had at his fingers’ end a wealth 
of information concerning the tariff and 
financial questions, which were always use- 
ful in the elucidation of problems then un- 
der consideration. 

During his long career, Mr. Morrill gave 
his attention to many question and no man 
in public life was more given than he to 
taking up a subject and holding on to it 
through years and years until consum- 
mated. He was the real father of the 
scheme for the construction of a building 
for the Congressional Library and to him 
and Senator Voorhees, who early joined 
him in pressing this question upon Congress, 
is the splendid library building a monu- 
ment. ‘ . 

Very near to his heart aleo was the plan 
for the erection of a sister building for the 
Supreme Court. He had been pressing a 
measure looking to the construction of 
such a building for many vears and had on 
ihree different occasions prevailed upon the 
Senate to pase h's bili for that purpose. 

His last appearance in the Senate was on

As each man followed this advice, it was 
noticed that his home became burglar- 
proof. 

Several times the burglar with the red 
mask was seen, but his aspect was so 
ferocious that none dared attack him.

She screamed and grabbed the revolver. 

The burglar fled, and Mrs. Fleming pur- 
sued. firing the revolver out of the window 
at him. Officers Cody and Lee heard the 
shots and ran to the Fleming home. Mrs. 
Fieming told them Hoker was the burglar. 
The officers searched for him in vain until 
Tuesday afternoon, when they found him 
at his home asleep. He denied all know!l- 
edge of the robbery, but could not account 
for a collar and ‘necktie in his hip pocket, 
or for the red mask found in his possession. 
He was locked up and a warrant issued 
againet him Tuesday afternoon. 

The police hope to connect him with all 
the rest of Baden’s burglaries.
